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MARBRAY 
FERGUSON 
NOTMILTY 

Nortonville Man Charged 
With Dynamiting Negro 
Cabin at That Place 
Exonerated 



The case of Ihe commonwealth 
against Marbray Ferguson, charged 
dynamiting a negro cabin near Nor 
tonville, Ky., which resulted in the 
death of two negroes, went to the 
jury this afternoon and in fifteen 
minutes a verdict of not guilty was 
returned. 

Ferguson immediately left for his 
home in Nortonville, He took the 
stand today and denied any knowl- 
edge whatever of having stated that 
some negroes would be "blown to 
hell." He confessed to having been 
beastly drunk earlier in the night of 
the explosion. His son stated that 
he took his father home from Nor- 
tonvil'e about ll o'clock on this 
night and that his father was so in- 
toxicated that he had to be partially 
carried the entire distance. 

This story was corroborated by 
N.J. Wilburn, who assisted the son 
in carrying the father home. Fergu- 
son's daughter stated she slept in the 
same room with her fatl er and was 
awake at the time of the explosion 
and that her father, sound sleep in 
an adjoining bed, was not awakened 
by the explosion. 

Ferguson while on the stand told 
a straightforward story and was not 
confused in any of the questions sub- 
mitted in the cross examination The 
case against N. J. Wi'burn.who was 
indicted on the same charge but tried 
separately was dismissed with leave 
to submit to the grand jury at any 
time. 

Wilburn, under arrest some time 
after the dynamiting, was in the cus- 
tody of a deputy sheriff, struck the 
marshal at Nortonville claiming that 
the marshal! had several times taunt- 
ed him tor this offense. Wilburn 
was charged with assault and battery 
and was tined $50 in court today. He 
pleaded guilty to the charge.

At Tyee, a sma 1 railroad point in 
northwestern Washington which is 
usually almost buried during the 
winter, snowsheds connect a sma'j 
frame school building wifh the few 
houses in which there are children of 
school age," says the March Popular 
Mechanics Magazine, in an illustrat- 
ed article. "Through these wooden 
tunnels the children make their way 
to and from school in comfort, 
while blizzards sweep across the 
snow banks above them. The sheds 
are made necessary by the character 
of the hilly village which has no 
street other than a railroad right of 
way. When snow is drifted so that 
it is from 20 to 30 feet deep in many 
places, and big rotary snowplows 
have cleared the railway, leaving 
high embankments of snow on eith- 
er side, track walking is dangerous 
and all communication difficult. 
Because of this the citizens have 
constructed the snowsheds through 
which the children, nine in number, 
pass. These tunnels beneath the 
snow also provide the people a ready 
means of access from one house to 
another when they are snowbound "
